Reopening of the English Parliament— 
Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, April 6.—The rumor that Bismarck 
once more threatens to resign, although 18 
cannot be traced to an authoritative course, 
obtain general credence here. It appears 
that the telegram from Vienna to the Cologne 
Gazette was not from the regular correspond- 
ent of that paper in Austria and the 
allegation that the rumor was circulating 
in well-informed circles in Vienna eyi- 
dently was a blind, asthe first intimation of 
such rumor was conveyed through the Cologne 
Gazette, It has been known for some time 
past, however, that a disagreement had 
arisen between the Chancellor and 
the Imperial family on the subject 
of the contemplated marriage of Prin- 
cess Victoria to the late ruler of Bulgaria. The 
Cologne Gazetie, moreover, Ils not accustomed 
to publish sensational rumors without 
foundation. The fact probably is that the 
rumors came, not really from Vienna, but the 
editor ofthe Gazetie, wishing to conceal his 
source of information, gave it out from there, 
a device frequently resorted to by the Euro- 
pean journals, especially in case of 
news concerning Russia. It is quite possible, 
indeed, that the information comes from St. 
Petersburg. In Russia diplomats are likely to 
hear a good deal ofa matter so closely con- 
cerning them. It is notorious that Prince Alex- 
ander is obnoxious to the Czar, and hence 
the opposition to Bismarck, whose policy has 
been uniformly in favor of remaining on good 
terms with Russia. 
THE CROWN PRINCE’S SPEECH. 
The statements about the disagreement of 
Bismarch and the Urown Prince on account of 
tho bellicose speech of the latter 
was dismissed as a mere invention. The 
Prince’s remark that the German people fol- 
lowed the bearer of their flag, the Illustrious 
Chancellor, evidently was only intended to 
be taken in a metaphorical sense. The 
Prince was careful to add: ‘‘Long may he 
live in peace. The fact is that Bismarck has 
over and over again protested that he will 
never draw the sword save in selt- 
defense. The movements of the Queen 
of England, who is still at Florence, 
will be watched with additional interest. 
She had an idea of visiting Potsdam about a 
fortnight hence, before her return home, but 
if Bismarck succeeds in preventing the mar- 
riage above referred to she is not likely to 
carry out her intention.

BERim, April 6.—Gen. Von Loe, who was 
sent as a special envoy to England to announce 
to Queen Victoria the accession of Emperor 
Frederick to the throne of Germany, has been 
decorated with the order of the Red Eagle.

OFFICIAL TEXT OF THB SPEECH. 
Owing to comments based upon a mutilated 
version of the remarks the Crown Prince made 
in toasting Prince Bismarck at the latter’s 
birthday banquet recently, the North German 
Gazette to-day prints the official text of the 
speech. In it the Crown Princesaid, ‘‘Ofthe 
Jast forty years none has been of so serious or 
weighty an import as the present ove. The 
Emperor you so faithfully served for twenty- 
seven years has gone to his rest, and the peo- 
ple are cheering the present ruler, who shared 
in founding the greatness of a father- 
land. Your Highness, like us all, will serve 
him with the same old German manly loyalty. 
To use a military illustration, I will compare 
the present situation with that of a regiment 
advancing to an attack. Its commander has 
fallen, but the next in command, though hard 
hit, rides boldly in advance of all, his gaze 
fixed on the fag which its bearer waves on 
high, Thus does your bighness hold the ban- 
ner of the Empire 4nd may it long be permit- 
ted to you in conjunction with our beloved 
and revered Emperor, to hold on high the Im- 
perial flag.

‘large crowd out inafew minutes, and In less 


than thirty minutes after the prisoners 
had escaped men were out in 
every direction hunting the criminals.

WILD WATERS. 


Heavy Losses Sustained by the Overflowing 
Streams in Dakota. 


Sioux Orrx, Io., April 6.—The flood on the 
Missouri, immediately above Sioux City, has 
been the highest and most disastrous since the 
memorable inundation of the spring of 1881. 
The region inundated isthe low grounds on 
the Dakota side above the Sioux River. 
During the break-up of the ice two weeks ago 
ap immense gorge formed in the curved chan- 
nel of the Missouri below Elk Point. Adam 
was formed and the whole expanse of low 
country overflowed. In every direction for 
miles the whole country was un- 
der water, Elk Point was a diminutive 
island in a vast sea ot angry waters, The 
country there is thickly settled, and many 
farmers bad already removed their live stoek 
to the bluffs. Most of the houses are built on 
eminences, but in most cases the flood over- 
flowed these also. Some live stock was lost, 
but how much is not known, as it has been 
impossibie te reach the country. Just below 
Elk Point the county authorities have dug an 
immense ditch along the line of the lowest de- 
pression, northeasterly toward the Sioux 
River, to carry off flood waters. This ditch 
carried a flood of waters with great violence 
into the Sioux River abovethe St. Paul Rail- 
road bridge. There was thus a vast river sev- 
eral miles wide sweeping across the lowlands. 
It plowed out the ditch and threatened to 
change the channel of the Missouri in con- 
formity with it, tore away fences, hay-stacks, 
small outbuildings and every thing in its way. 
It is now learned from Superintendent Beards- 
7 of the Milwaukee Company that four miles 
of the railroad track was washed out this side. 
or Elk Point. The violence of the current may 
be inferred from the fact that about a mile and 
a quarter of thetrack, including railroad ties 
and iron, has been carried two miles away 
from the roadbed and left in the 
fields. The Sioux River swollen by 
the flood waters of the Missouri, rapidly 
accumuiagted a great mass of driftwood 
and ice against the railroad bridge. The 
ressure was sufiicient to move the bridge 
hree feet, and would have carried the struct- 
ure entire! ower but for the precautions 
taken by the railroad yn mg to save the 
bridge. However, it will take two weeks to 
repair the damage. Tuesday night the gorge 
which had caused all the trouble suddenly 
broke. The confined flood rushed down 
stream like a race horse and with an ominous 
roaring sound. Therise here was ten feet in 
less than two hours, and the lower part of the 
city was threatened. 
Yesterday the river fell some, but it ts still 
very high. Above in the region of Eik Point 
the water still stands deep on the low grounds, 


and it will be many days before it can be 
nee off. It is thought no lives have been 
ost. 


Heavy Rains. 


Sr. Pact, Minn., April 6.—Telegrams from a 
dozen points in Dakota report heavy rains 
and raging rivers. The river is bankful at 
Washburn and still rising, and the bottom 


lands below are flooded for miles. At Glad- 
stone, Dak., the Hart River is rapidly rising. 
At South Hart the railway bridge hss given 
wayand all trains are temporarily abandoned. 
At Mankato, Minn., the Minnesota is leaving 
its banks. The ice is moving in immense 
cakes, and a gorge is feared below the city. 
Twenty head of stock belonging to Adam Jef- 
ferson were drowned onthe low lands. The 
river rose fifteen feet Wednesday night and 
yesterday was still rising. 


SAD WORK. 


A Wind and Rainstorm in Iowa Causes Great 
Damage. 


Sroux City, Io., April 6.—During a violent 
electrio storm yesterday a cyclone passed 
over the city from southwest to northeast. 
The funnel cloud was seen by many and was 
accompanied by aroaring noise. It struck in 
butone place,in the extreme north part of 
the city, and then rebounded in the air, pass- 
ing rapidly over the western suburbs. At the 
place where the cloud struck it picked up the 
residence of Mark Modlin and hurled itto 
the ground in the rear of the lot. Mrs. 


Modlin was severely injured. The house of 
Mr. Richmond was wrecked and a barn near 
by was split to kindling wood. Mr. Modlin 
says he sawtwo clouds form and meet and in a 
moment his house was hurled from its founda- 
tion. At Sibley a tornado swept over the 
country, doing immense*damage to property. 
Without a moment’s warning the wind rose 
from aslight breeze toa hurricane and in a 
short time chimneys, fences, lumber and 
other property were torn from their 
resting places and hurled through 
theair. A large chimney on the public school 
building crashed through the roof into the 
midst of the Teachers’ Institute, but aside 
from a few slight bruises no one was hurt.

MISSOURI WOOL GROWERS. 


The Speech of President Wallace at the 
Meeting in Sedalia. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPaATcnH. 

SEDALIA, Mo., April 6.—The following is a 
synopsis of the annual address of President 
Wallace ofthe State Wool Growers’ Associa- 
tion: 

The decline in the value of our product and 
the resultant declination of our flocks began 
immediately upon the legislation of 1888 tak- 
ing effect, and it must be conceded as a natural 
result of such legislation, hence the wool 
growers must be excused if they mix politics 
with their wool, and they have done 80 for the 
past three years in all meetings of their as- 
sociations from Oregon to California on the 
west, to Texas and Vermont on the east. 
The National Conventions held at St. Louis in 
1885-86 and ’87, pointed out the injurious et- 
fect of the law of 1888, and 
as a matter of right and justice, 


asked for its repeal andthe enactment of a 
law which should be equivalent to the act of 
1867, under which there had been continuous 


advancement and a fair measure of pros- 
perity. An „ Mage of the act of 1 was 
asked for and for these reasons. Improve - 


ments which had been made in machinery had 
been such as to entirely change the classifica- 
tions which then existed. At that time Cots- 
wold and other long wools were the only 
wools which could be combed.

In the southern part of the city a number of 
property-holders, acting on the suggestion of 
Delegate Weisenburger, had resolved on this 
Plan and entered into an arrangement with 
a sprinkling contractor who agreed to lay 
the dust on South Broadway for $4 per day— 
barely enough to pay the expenses of his carts. 
Now that the sprinkling contractors will be 
furnished water free of charge property 
owners will be able to make contracts 
with the sprinklers at low figures until the 
work is begun under the city contracts. The 
ordinance which was passed on the 17th inst., 
giving the free use of waterto the sprinklers 
really went into effect on the 18th just. but 
owing to the delay necessitated by the charter 
requirements concerning the advertising for 
bids, approval of bonds, etc., the inaugura- 
tion of the general sprinkling will be delayed 
untilthe lith inst, and possibly later if the 
bonds are not approved by the Council in 
special session on the 10th inst. 

The Lindell Boulevard Association gives the 
welcome information that from to-day for- 
ward, until the general sprinkling is begun, 
that beautiful drive will be sprinkled by the 
roperty owners. Ap person using the 
soulevard who wishes to contribute tothe 
fund to defray the expenses ofthis good work 
may forward contributions to Mr. E. O. Stan- 
ard, Secretary of the Association. 

Another suggestion has been mude, viz., to 
give the street car companies an opportunity 
to show their public spiritedness by sprink- 
ling their tracks throughout the city. If this 
is done it will goagreat way toward laying 
the dust, as teamsters will naturally drive in 
the sprinkledline.

Divine Comedy. Miss Beedy’s subject was 
the ‘‘Symbolism of Dante’s Inferno,’’ an 
elucidation of which she had prepared in the 
form ofa painstaking paper, its lucidity and 
cleverness of idea evoking much favorable 
comment. She began by dwelling in detail 
upon the.circumstances surrounding the life 
and times ofthe Italian poet, the strife exist- 
ing between the Guelphs and Ghibellines, and 
the moral atmosphere of that transitory 
period. This the lecturer described as an era 
when popular thought was shaking itself loose 
from the doctrine of fatalism, yet in the ab- 
sence of any great poet or author to depict 
the change being wrought till Dante appeared 
upon thescene. The lecturer then reviewed 
the poet’s active public life and banishment 
from Florence, and then returning to the Di- 
vine Comedy’’ said its intention was to show 
men the rational result of their lives presented 
ina glowing manner. He had done what no 
other poet bad dared to do, to sit in judgment 
upon his contemporaries and picture the in- 
evitable course of divine judgment. He had 
drawn vivid sketches of his enemies in the 
nethermost depths of hell, and if his po- 
litical opponents there depicted outnumbered 
the adherents of his own party, it was only 
because Dante believed the ideas which his 
own faction represented were the most con- 

ducive to the public welfare. The meaning 
conveyed in every fiber of the poem was that 
the deeds of man were but the expres-

that the defeat of the ice bill in the Municipal 
Assembly was a very unfogunate occurrence. 
The fate of the bill was the result of a general 


misapprehension ofits aims. The first object 
sought to be reached by the bill was to check 
the cutting of ice for other than storage 
uses in ponds within the city limits. 
To complete the bill a provision was also ad- 
ded concerning the license of dealers. This 
was patterned after the ordinance now in force 
at Kansas City, wherethe annual license was 
not considered high. After the small dealers 
complained that the effect of this provision 
would be to close them out of the 
business no effort was made tocorrect this 
section, and the bill was accordingly defeated. 
One of the effects of the lack of controlling 
ordinances on this subject is that it gives 
those dealers who have no conscience an op- 
portunity to sell all kinds of ice, and next 
summer some people will cool their beverages 
with ice cut from ponds from which they 
could hardly be persuaded to drink.

THE PENALTIES OF FORFEITURE 


A Troublesome Question Over Which the 
Members of the Board of Public Impreve- 
ments Are at Variance—President 
Says the Good Name of the Board is at 
Stake in the Dispute—A Wrangle Over 
the Fulton Iron-Works Contract. 


The Board of Public Improvements now 
has pending a proposition which some of the 
members do not seem eager to grapple with. 
The Board bas long prided itself on the strict- 


its rules in dealing with contractors, 
In the matter now pending the firmness of the 
board has been puttoa test and the result 
willbe watched with considerable interest, 
The facts in the case are as follows: 

By authority of ordinance No. 12,671 the 
Board was directed to procure a high-service 
engine for the Water-works. The letting of 
the work was duly advertised and the form of 
contract, drawings and specifications were 
furnished to the bidders. On June 15, 1886, 
five bids were received by the Board and 
opened in the presence of the bidders. They 
were as follows:

The award was made on the same day to the 
Fulton Iron-works at $132,000, this being the 
lowest bid. The contract was executed on 
the following day, andjapproved by the Council 
June 22, 1886. 

The contract contained the following pro- 
visions: 

The second party(the City of St. Louis) upon thirty 
days’ notice from the party of the first part, will erect 
a temporary building over the engine foundations, to 
protect the workmen and machinery. 

The execution of the work embraced in this agree- 
ment shall be commenced immediately upon the ap- 
provai of the contract by the Council, and carried on 
regularly and uninterruptedly thereafter with such 
force and in such manner as to certainly secure its 
fullcompletion ready for service, on or before the 
Ist day of April, 1888; the time of ae. rate of 
progress and time of completion being essential 
conditions of this agreement; and if the first party 
shall fail to complete the contract by the time speci- 
fied, there shall be forfeited to and retained by said 
second party, the sum of 350 per day for the first 
thirty days, and $100 per day for every — there- 
after that said machinery is incomplete and unser- 
viceable. Provided, however, that the first party 
shall not be entitled to any claim for damages for any 
hinderance or delay occasioned by the second party, 
from any cause whatever, in the progress of 
the work or any portion thereof, but any 
such hinderance or delay shali entitie said first party 
to an extension of time for completing the work, 
sufficient to compensate for the detention, the same 
to be determined by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments upon application in writing by said first party. 
‘ Estimates to the amount of $115,465.60 have 
since then been made, and the sum of $0,145.34 
in cash paid to the contractor, $17,319.76 being 
retained under the terms of the contract. 

On the 7th ult. the Fulton Iron-works ad- 
dressed to R. E. McMath, President pro tem 
of the Board, a communication asking for an 
extension of time for completing the contract 
to August 31, five months, on the following 
grounds: 

1. That in making their bid the firm underrated 
the time aud labor required to build so large a ma- 
cline, 

2. That unavoidable delays arose from the loss of 
the casting of the main pump bottom. 

3. That they did not get started on the erection of 
machinery at Bissell’s Point by two months as early 
as they expected, being caught by the extreme cold 
weather (part of the time without the protection of 
a house), and in consequence did not make the 
progress they anticipated. 

This application wag referred to Water Com- 
missioner Holman on March 8, and on March 
15 he returned it with thé following indorse- 
ment: 

r returned with the following report: 

1. That the Fulton Iron-works are eutitied, under 
the terms of their contract, to an extension of one 
month, to compensate for delay of city in providing 
temporary building for engine No. 5. 

2. That the pump in for engine No. 5 will not be 
ready for use before June 1. 

3. That in my opinion it tg to the best interest of 
the city to grant an extension of time sufficient to in- 
sure @ properly furnished engine, and with this and 
the experience of the city with high-service op ine 
No, 4in view, I recommend that an ex:ension of time 
to the lstof August, 1888, be granted. 

COMMISSIONER TURNER 

moved that the extension be granted as 
recommended by the Water Commissioner. 
Messrs. Turner, Holman, McMath and Kiemm 
voted for the motion, while Mr. Murphy and 
President Flad opposed. Commissioner Tur- 
ner said, in explanation of his vote, that the 
commissioner in charge of a department had 
a better chance to judge as to the merits of 
cases arising in his department than any of 
the other members couid possess and that he 
governed his own action on a special matter 
pertaining to another department almost 
always by the judgment of the commissioner 
of that department. 

To this President Flad said such a doctrine 
was not warranted by charter. If — ad- 
hered to it would make every Commissioner 
independentin his department, the Boarda 
nullity andthe President of the Board, who 
had no department immediately under his 
control, a figurehead, while, according to the 
charter, he is to have a general supervision 
over the departments of all other Commis- 
sioners of the Board. 

Commissioner Murphy said that this was 
unquestionably the proper view of the dues- 
tion. He opposed the approval of the exten- 
sion of the time to August 1. 

Subsequently 

PRESIDENT FLAD 
submitted the following reasons why the time 
should not now be extended and why the ac- 
tion of the Board should be reconsidered: 

1. Because, according to the Water Commissioner's 
own report, the delay caused by the city’s failure to 
supply a temporary building in time, aud for which 
alone, under the terms of the contract. the contract- 
ors woes eutitied to an extension, did not exceed one 
month. 

2. Because none of the other grounds stated by 
either the Fulton lron-works or the Water Commis- 
sioner entitled the coutractors to an extension. 

3. Because the penalty for non-completlon, viz., 

50 per day forthe first thirty days, and $100 per 
ay tor every day beyoud thirty days, was introduced 
with aview to thefact that the pump wight be 
needed to givethe city a fullsupply of water during 
the hot months of summer; thatall bidders wade 
their 2 with a full cognizance of this fact, and 
that their proposals were undoubtedly higher than 
they wonld have been if more time had been al- 
lowed, or if the penalty for delay had been lighter. 

4. Because an extension of time beyond what the 
contractors were entitled to under the terms of the 
contract would be an injustice to the other bidders, 
would remove the most powerful incentive to extra 
exertion by the coutractor to push the work, would 
form a dangerous precedent which is not warranted 
by law and which would sertously affect the belief? in 
the tairness of the Board, which has heretofore 
stood unchallpnged, and would tend to restrict com- 
petition for future work of the kind. 

HRecause, the extension being given for the time 
warranted by the terms of the contract, nothing 
would hinder the Board from allowing a further ex- 
tension if good reasons under the terms of the con- 
tract should ever be laid before it. 

claim that the Bogrd has no right to abrogate the 
terms of a contract, which it has attempted to do by 
*pproving the report of the Water Commissioner. 
respectfully ask the Board to reconsider its 
action in the promt and submitto the City Coun- 
selor, throu His Honor the Mayor, this letter, 
with such other evidence as it may consider proper, 
nd to obtain his opinion whether the action of the 
oard was legal and warranted by the charter and 
by the terms of the contract. 

On receiving this the Board decided to 
postpone further consideration of the ques- 
tion untilthe return of Water-Commissioner 
Holman, who was absenton a leave. When 
he returned the sprinkling mre occupying 
the attention of the Board, and on Wednes- 
day, when that was disposed of, Commis- 
sioner Turner obtained a leave to attend to 
some private matters, so that the matter 
was further postponed again.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


AsDECISION OF INTEREST IN THE; M’DOW- 
ELL MAINTENANCE SUIT. 


No Authority for Payments Pending the 
Hearing—Judge Lubke’s Interpretation 
of the Statute—The Breckenridge Trus- 
tee Asks to Be Relieved—He Cannot Se- 
lect a House and Lot to Please Both 
Parties—The Sixth Street Belt Line Con- 
troversy—Legal News and Notes. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision of 
interestin the maintenance suit of May A. 
McDowell against Brandt McDowell on the 
motion of plaintiff for allowance of attorney’s 
fees pendente lite. The motion of Mrs. Mc- 
Dowell is overruled. The Court says: This 
is an action instituted by the plaintiff as the 
wife of Brandt McDowell to obtain a decree 
against himfor maintenance. The proceed- 
ing is authorized and regulated by the 
statute, chapter 51, relative to married 
women, It provides that when the husband, 
without good cause, shall abandon has wife 
and refuse or neglect to maintain and 
provide for her the Circuit Court on her peti- 
tion for that purpose shell order and adjudge 
such support and maintenance to be provided 
and paid out of the husband’s property and 
for such time as the nature of the case and the 
circumstances of the parties shall require. 
The judgment shall be enforced by 
execution, sequestration of the prep- 
erty or other lawful means in 
accordance with the practice of eourt. The 
proceedings shall be as in other civil suits 
with the right to appeal. 

Nowhere is there to be found in this statute 
any provision authorizing the court pending 
the cause aud before the hearing and the final 
determination to order that the hus- 
band pay the wiie alimony or suit 
money. Another statute, relating to divorce 


gives such authorſty as incident to a prayer 
for divorce. In this ease, the defendant, 
Brandt McDowell, has filed an answer deny- 
ing the allegations of the plaintift, May Mo- 
Powell, and the matter will be reached for 
trial in its reguiar order on the docket. Mrs. 
McDowell submitted a motion for an or- 
der on Brandt MeDowell pending this 
suit to pay to her or her attorneys a reasona- 
ble fee for the prosecution of it. In effect it is 
a motion for allowance of suit money pend- 
ente lite as distinguished from alimony pend- 
ente lite. This distinction has been recognized 
in Missouri by the appellate courts in cases 
wherein the provision of the divorce law allow- 
ing alimony pendente lite was under review. 
It was held that au allowance of attorneys’ 
fees as such was not warranted by the statute, 
but the Court in fixing the allmony might in 
clude the probable legal expenses ofthe wife. 

At the hearing of the motion in this case 
May MeDowell proved that she was lawfully 
married to Brandt Mebowell in New York 
August 24, 1886. It was shown that he had 
property in this city worth $16,000. He re- 
sisted the motion on the sole ground that the 
Court is without authority to make any order 
in the case for payment of suit money or for 
maintenance ‘‘before the hearing of the 
cause.’’ The objection is sustained. This suit 
cannot be placed outside of the statute, because 
the Legislature having seen fit to legislate 
upon the subject has laid down all the rules 
which are to govern whenever the wife claims 
by aproceedingin court that she oughtto be 
maintained by the husband aithough living 
apartfrom him. The Missouri statute being 
silent upon the subject in an action for main- 
tenunce it must be held that the law-makers 
intended to exclude authority to award pen- 
dente lite anything n the way 
of alimony or suit money. Whether this 
omission was because the Legislature, by the 
same statute, also overturned all the rules of 
the common law which enabled the husband 
to strip the wife of her property is a matter of 
inference. 


All that the court can do in the Me- 
Dowell case is to hear the petition 
at the proper time, and if by 


satisfactory evidence it shall appear that the 
plaintiff has been deserted without a good 
cauge by her husband the court must award 
her b decreé compelling himto support ber. 
It she fails to make good her allegations or her 
proof is overcome by her husband's, the 
court must dismiss the petition at her cost. 


The Breckenridge Trust. 


N. M. Scruggs, who was appointed by the 
late Judge Horner as Trustee for Mrs. Julia 
C. Breckenridge in respect of the terms of ali- 
mony in the Breckenridge divorce case, pre- 


sented a motion to-day in Judge Dillon’s 
Court seeking to be relieved. When the de- 
cree of divorce was granted, June 14, 1856, the 
court directed payment of $3,000 per annum 
and the husband, George Breckenridge, was 
likewise directed to pay into the Continental 
Bank the sum of $6,000 in trust for Mrs. Breck- 
enridge, which was to be applied in the pur 
chase of a house and lot for the use of 
Mrs. Breckenridge during her lifetime. At 
her death the property was to pass to ber 
children. The trustee states in his motion for 
release that he has been unable to make a sat- 
isfactory selection of a house and lot in ac- 
cordance with the views of the defendant, 
Mrs. Lrekenridge, and in the matter of select- 
ing a location for alot he can not please Mrs. 
Breckenridge. Underfthose circumstances he 
asks to be relieved of the trust. 

The Court said that the parties must agree 
upon a successor to Mr. Scruggs before any 
order could be entered up in the matter. 


The Sixth Street Belt. 


The answer of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, Sixth street line, in the proceedings en- 
tered by the St. Louis Railway Company, 
Broadway line; Union Depot Railroad Com- 


pany, Scullin lines, aud the Union Rail- 
way Company to restrain measures for 
the Sixth street belt line, was en 
tered to-day in Judge Seddon's Court. 
It will be remembered that the companies 
named sought eto enjoin the Mayor from ap- 
pointing commissioners to assess damages 
for the use of the tracks of the Broadway line, 
Scullin lines and Union line by the Sixth 
Street Company inthe operation of its pro- 
posed belt from Sixth and Market by 
way of Broadway and Wash to Sixth and 
thence south to Market. The answer of the 
Southern Railroad Company quotes the pro- 
visions of the various ordinances giving that 
company the right to the use of the opposing 
companies’ tracks, and sets forth that it was 
proceeding in the reguiar way to exercise its 
rights and privileceés under those ordinances. 
The company had exhausted every effort to 
agree upon the compensation to be paid to 
the opposing companies and they had resisted 
all overtures in that direction.

Further Legislation at Washington.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 6.—‘ ‘Canada is not 
only ready for reciprocity now, but has been 
ready for it for two years, said S. J. Ritchie, 
a well-known New York man, as he ‘stood in 
the Eobitt House last night. Here is a tele- 
gramfromthe Premier which shows pretty 
clearly how the country stands now.“ 

Mr. Ritchie produced a message which he 


said was sentin reply to his inquiry asto 
whether, as stated in some newspapers, 
Canada was only yielding toretaliatory threats 
in reciprocal legislation. 

S. J. Ritchie, Ebbitt House: 

Dispatch received last week from British Ambas- 
sador in Washington, transmitting memorandum 
from the Under Secretary of State, calling attention 
to trees, plants, shrubs, 52 fruits and seeds being 
admitted free into the United States.

The objects of the as- 
sociation will be first, the preservation and 
improvement of real estate property in the 
territory bounded by Washington avenue, the 
Levee, Walnut street and Third street; second, 
Obtaining special rates of insurance, looking 
after insecure and abandoned buildings, the 
construction, sweeping and sprinkling of 
Streets and alleys, the police control and gan 
itary condition of the district; third, the leas- 
ing, renting, purchase and sale of real estate 
and houses in the district. Am ple capital will 
be forthcoming to back this project, and at 
the meeting referred to it is intended to elect 
officers and open subscriptions to the capital 
stock.

Organization and Dedication of a New 
Methodist Church—A Pastor and a House 
of Worship, But Not a Member—The 
New Minister’s Kecord—Order of the 
Day—Women as Preachers—Dr. Herrick 
Johnson at the Grand Avenue Presby- 
terlan—Pulpit Gossip and Personals. 


Sunday will be a great day for the Southern 
Methodists, as they will on that day organize 
the now Lafayette Park Church and dedicate 
the beautifal edifice on the southwest corner 
of Lafayette and Missouri avenues, Thereis a 
very peculiar thing about this new church, 
The structure is erected at a cost of about 40, - 
000, all the money is raised, a pastor 18 
called and at work, and yet there is no church 
organization and will be none till after the or- 


ganization Sunday. The project was 
broached several years ago, but 
did not make much headway _ till 


the spring of 1886, when it was taken up and 
pushed through. The work was conducted 
under the supervision of a general committee 
composed of the tollo bing pastors and lay- 


men: 

Rev. T. M. Finney, P. E., ex-officio Chair- 
man; First Church, Rev. J. D. Hammond, 
D. D., E. J. Senseney; Centenary, Rev. John 
Matthews, D. D., John P. Boogher, J. 0. 
Ball, Geo. A. Baker; St. John's, Rev. B. M. 
Messick, D. D., Samnel Cupples; Cook 
Avenue, Rev. F. R. Hill, D. D., David Leitch,

J. S. Mekinnon. In June last plans for the 
building were formed and the following build- 
ing committee was appointed: Samuel M. 
Kennard, R. M. Scruggs, John P. Boogher, 
A. A. Wallace and Isaac G. Baker. The prog- 
ress of work onthe new edifice was not de- 
loyed and November 10 last the corner-stone 


was laid. 
THE BUILDING 
itself will front 44 feet on Missour! avenue and 
havea depth of 95 feet. Its style will be 
Romanesque. The main entrance will be in 
the tower, supplemented by asecond entrance 
in the vestibule atthe west. The auditorium 
will be 40x76 feet. The roof will be an open 
timber ono. From the floor to the apex the 
height will be thirty-eight feet. The parlors 
at the west end ofthe building will be sepa- 
rated from the auditorium and will be 18x40. 
The class rooms, which will be immediately 
over them, will be 15x20 feet and the pastor’s 
study over the vestibule, 16x14, reached by 
stairs from the vestibule. The work of the 
interior is in Southern yellow pine of natural 
color. The fronts will be faced with native 
limestone and broken ashlar, the dressings 
being cut stone. The steps, buttresees and 
platforms will be composed of limestone. The 
south and west fronts willbe finished in red 
brick,

WOMEN AS PREACHERS. 

The organs of Methodism, both North and 
South, are at present filled with opinions on 
Women as achers’’ and the discussion 
waxes hot sometimes. The ladies do not want 
for champions, Vigorous and eloquent. Dr. 
D. R. McAnally, editor of tue St. Louis Chris- 
tian Advocate has not endeared himself to the 
other sex by the position he takes in the cur- 
rent issues. He says: ‘*Tne apostolic injanc- 
tion „ to exercise positions of 
authority in the church was neither local, 
temporary ner social, but based on the divine 
law and the divinely constituted relation of 
the sexes.’’ Then he proceeds to quote Paul 
freely and falls back on the literai again when 
in touching the Garden of Eden incident 
he spevks of the Woman as ‘‘being firstin the 
transgression.’’ In order to give both sides, 
he quotes Miss Willard, who says: ‘‘Who- 
ever quotes to the intelligent and devout 
women of the American church to-day the 
1 instructions given by Paul to the 
illiterate and immoral women of Corinth, 
does so at the expense of his manhood, not 
to say his scholarship. An exegesis so strained 
and so outworn is on a par with that which 
would pronounce the Savior of the world 
‘aglutton and a wine-bibber,’ because the 
Pharisees, when he came eatingand drink- 
ing, declared him to be so.’’ Following 
this vigorous assertion of woman’s rights, 
Dr. McAnally gives Dr. Vandyke to tell Miss 
Willard that she has no authority for assum- 
ing that the women in Corinth were either 
illiterate or immoral.

PRESERVING NEW YORKR’S FORESTS. — 


Additional Legislation to Prevent Rallroads 
From Encroaching Upon Them, 


By Telegraph to the Tosr-Disraren. 

New Tonk, April 6.—Atthe regular meeting 
of the Chamber of Commerce yesterday Mr. 
Morris K. Jesup sald that though much had 
been accomplished by the Forestry Commis- 
sioners, charged with the duty of protecting 
and preserving the forests of the State, the 
destruction of the Adirondack forests was still 
threatened and the situation critical, and ithad 
become necessary to seek such additional legis- 
lation as would make it possible to put a stop to 
it. Tothisenda bill had been prepared by 
the Forestry Commission to prevent railroad 
companies from constructing through or in 
any way ericroaching upon the forests owned 
by the State which he submitted for the ap- 
proval of the Chamber as follows: 

No railroad corporation now existing, or 
which shall hereafter be created under the 
laws ofthis State, shall build, maintain or 
operate eny part of ite line of road through, 
upon or across any land ene to the State 
within the limits of the Forest Preserve. 

This was referred to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Chamber.
